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LETTER OF TRANSMITTAL. 


To His Excellency, 
Lovis К. Оновен, 
Е Governor of Dakota: а 


Herewith, the board of directors of the penitentiary for 
Dakota at Bismarck, has the honor to transmit the com- 
plete and very interesting report of the warden of said 
institution for the two years ending December 1, 1888, Tt 
is a document fully representing what the penitentiary 
has done in the last two years, its present excellent condi- 
tion and its urgent and immediate needs. 

- Тһе present board took hold of this work about April 
1) 1887, four of the six members constituting the body, 
' ‘being appointed by your excellency just previous to that 
date, while Messrs. McKenzie and McLean held over from 
the former board. At the time of the first meeting of the 
present board it was found that there were bills audited 
but unpaid amounting to some $13,000, the previous ap- 
propriation having been exhausted about December 1, 
1886. The legislature made no appropriation for this 
deficiency. The bills were generally due to tradesmen in 
small amounts, and these men could not afford to wait 
two years longer for the money due them. The board 
also felt that if they should be asked to do this they would 
eonstantly be making current bills larger than they should 
hence № was resolved ёо рау this deficiency, which the 
board and the Public Examiner decided was $11,941.13 up 
to March 1, 1887, out of the current appropriation and 
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endeavor to save the amount if possible during the time 
for which the appropriation was made. The warden 
heartily approved and co-operated in this retrenchment 
movement, and the result is seen in his report, which 
shows that, unless something unforeseen occurs, there will 
be upwards of $1,000 of the appropriation for current ex- 
penses unexpended March 1, 1889, when the new appro- 
priation should be available, besides having liquidated this 
deficiency of nearly $12,000; making a total saving on gen- 
eral maintenance funds of over $13,000. 
NEW BUILDINGS. 

The legislature of 1887 appropriated $25,000 for a new 
wing and $2,500 for fixtures for said wing and nothing for 
steam heating. Upon consultation'with the architect who 
superintended the erection of the previous edifice the 
board found that if another wing was placed upon the 
building the heating of it would exceed the capacity of the 
present steam-heating plant, and there was not enough 
money, evenin the fund appropriated for fixtures, to prop- 
erly heat such a wing. In addition to this, another wing 
would always be a greater expense, because of the neces-' 
sity of two sets of guards. In consequence of these facts, 
and after full consultation with your excellency it was 
decided to extend the old wing to the south. The former 
wing contained 72 cells, and it was the design to make the 
new one the same size, but instead of this it was increased 
to 88 cells, making 160 cells in the ০০ wing, 38 of 
which are of double size. 

The architect estimated that this extension would eost 
$26,000. The board advertised for bids, and the amounts 
for which contractors offered to do the work varied from 
$20,393 to $23,900. In view of the fact that there were по 
workshops on the prison grounds, and the convicts were 
more easily governed and the results of incarceration 
more beneficial when they had work, the board decided,

with the warden’s assistance, to undertake the construc- 
tion. A superintendent was employed and a few brick- 
layers employed as needed, though the greater poction of 
the work was done by the convicts. 

The building was completed at a total cost of $18,000, 
being $2,300 less than the lowest bid and $8,000 under the 
architect’s estimates. In addition to this saving, the build- 
ing is a better structure than it would have been if built 
by contract, as it is the tendency of a contractor to slight 
every detail possible, while in the present instance the 
warden strengthened every feature of the work as much as 
possible. "The foundation was made more extensive than 
contemplated by the plans, the floors are deeper in broken 
brick and concrete, the cell walls were extended to the 
roof boards, so as to improve the ventilation, and other 
extras put in, making some $3,000 expended not called for 
by the specifications, and all of this done at a cost to the 
territory of only $18,000, being a saving from the lowest 
bid of $5,800 to be credited to the economy of the con- 
struction and the labor of the convicts—$7,000 under the 
appropriation and, with extras, about $11,000 under the 
architect’s figures. 

` This $7,000 remaining of the appropriation for the cell 
wing the board desired to expend in providing the peniten- 


tiary with a plentiful supply of water by connecting the 


building with the city mains, but your excellency and the 
attorney general decided that as the amount: was specifi- 
cally appropriated for the construction of the building, the 
balance could not be expended for any other purpose than 
that for which it was appropriated. The board therefore 
turns back $7,000 into the treasury of the territory. 
HEALTHFULNESS. 

It is a remarkable fact that since the penitentiary was 
established at Bismarck in 1888 there has not been a death 
among the inmates, not a convict has succeeded in escap- 
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ing, and there has not been а serious ease of illness, Not 
an inmate has become insane, although one was sent to 
the Jamestown asylum from the penitentiary, but the tes- 
timony of the physicians show that he was of unsound 
mind when received at the prison, and was better instead 
of worse When transferred. This isa record of whieh any 
institution hax a right to be proud, and especial credit for 
this should be ascribed to Warden Williams, as he hus 
been in charge since the penitentiary was Hist opened, 

CONNECTION WITH THE NORTHERN РАСИМ, 

Early in. the spring of 1987 the Northern Pacific road, 
at the request of Chairman MeCabe, ran a spur track from 
their main line into the penitentiary yard, and this has 
enabled supplies to he unloaded direct from the cars in the 
yard, It was a great convenience during the construction 
period, aud now ix а good safeguard, as fuel can be pur 
chased by the exrload, run into the yards and the railroad 
Weights secured, so that no mistake need be made in the 
quantity purchased, The management of the penitentiary 
feel under obligations to the Northern Pacific railroad 
officials for Kindness in keeping this spur in position, 


"THE BERTILLION IDENTIFICATION SYSTEM, 


Daring the past year the board has investigated the 
Bertillion system of identification of convicts, This is based 
upon the fact that no two human beings have exactly the 
same physical characteristics, and each individual hus pe- 
culiarities which cannot be changed, as the eounteuanee-of 
a man may be, 

The Dertillion system іх very elaborate, and a record is 
made of the measurenients of almost every part of the 
body, This plan is in use in nearly all the large institu 
tions and is reported as giving the best of satisfaction. 
By an interchange of the measurements between prisons 
ап old offender іх immediately recognized, no matter 
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where he was previously iucarcerated, or under what 
nume, 

While no one who has investigated the plan und its 
results seems to doubt the desirability of the establish- 
ment of such à system, the warden believes a fair cheek 
for the present could be secured by the purchase of a рћог 
tographie apparatus and the keeping of albums containing 
these pictures, Tf this was done officers of the law should 
he the only ones to have recess to these portraits, 

THE PAROLE SYSTEM 


[t ix Necessary to puta feeling of respect for himself in 
the mind of a discharged convict, unless you wish him to 
almost immediately return to the error of his former 
ways To do this he must be trusted by prison officers, 
only а little at first perhaps, but more as he proves that he 
` is worthy of the confidence reposed in him, Ohio took the 
initiative in adopting the parole system for state prisons 
and penitentiaries, and since 1855 the plan has been tried 
there, and with what success the figures below will prove. 
The only prisoners which can receive the benefits of the 
parole are those never before convicted of crime, After a 
period of good behavior in the prison the man is furnished 
with two blanks, oue to be tilled by the prosecuting attor- 
ney of the county where he was convicted, the other by 
the person who agrees to give him employment. The 
board of managers then pass upon the application, and if 
decided favorably, he must thereafter until his sentence 
would have expired avoid all improper associates, abstain 
from intoxicants and once a month at least report his 
exact condition to the board. Under this system in the 
past three years in Ohio— 

302 prisoners were paroled. 

126 of these have been discharged by expiration of sen- 
tence. 
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184 have reported regularly, 

49 have not reported regularly, 

15 of these the whereabouts are unknown, 

19 have been vetumed to prison, 

Of the latter class the following are the reasons for 
their vetum: 

Drunkenness, 8, 

Temporary absence from state, 6. 

Shooting, cutting. ete. 4, 

Burglary and larceny, 1, 

The most of these 802 prisoners were charged with the 
most heinous of crimes, and in only two per cent. of the 
entire number have the crimes been repeated. An Eastern 
authority, in commenting upon Ohio's parole system, says: 

"Under the parole system the prisoner enters the ser 
vice of an employer who ix conversant with the story of 
his shame, from whom he has nothing to conceal and to 
whom he is entitled to look for sympathy and protection, 
Tf he labors faithfully, diligently and understandingly he 
will have acquired, by the time his sentence expires, an 
experience In the special work assigned him that will ren= 
der his services valuable to his employer; he will have 
formed habits of frugality, temperance and self-reliance, 
and he will find himself so far advanced in a career of 
honesty and usefulness, and so well satisfied with the 
efforts he has put forth to develope the nobler and better 
traits of his character that the temptation to diverge from 
the path of rectitude will meet with but slight considera- 
tion fron. one who has begun to taste the sweets that a 
well spent life assures,” 


EMPLOYMENT OF DISCHARGED MEN. 


Auother subject closely connected with the above de- 
serves more than a passing notice, and that is the securing 
of employment for convicts after their discharge. Warden 
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Williams has been able during the past year to obtain sit- 
uations for quite a number of men who, during their incar- 
ceration, showed evidence that they intended to live an 
honest and upright life, and in nearly every one of these 
cases the men have shown that the faith placed in them 
was not betrayed. But the warden is powerless to help 
all and an organized effort is needed. Rev, Dr, Smith, in 
an address at Stillwater last October, says: 

“Society has an obligation to help these men, and in 
disehargiug that obligation she also helps herself, It is 
believed that sixty per cent, of discharged prisoners usually 
drift back again to crime, Vengeance as the foundation of 
punishment is banished into the background by a new and 
better philosophy, The question now is, how ean we 
secure society and prevent erime? Clearly the reforma- 
tion of the eriminal is the thing to be aimed at, The 
reformation which begins in restraint ean only be coms 
pleted by proper surveillance and help after discharge.” 

The prison aid society in Maryland is a notable suecess, 
In one year it furnished employment to 188 discharged 
prisoners, besides rendering aid to many others. In Massa- 
ehusetts efficient work has been done by a society to which 
the state appropriates $3,000 per year. Iowa has a society 
aided by $2,000 per year, 

The men discharged from the Elmira reformatory in 
New York are all furnished situations upon leaving the 
institution, and of these discharged convicts eighty per 
cent, are said to remain honest. 

It is probable that most men leave the doors of the 
penitentiary with a determination to live upright lives 
thereafter, avoid evil habits and in so far as possible wipe 
the disgrace of their incarceration from their lives. If 
they do not receive any encouragement from those they 
meet, i£ the avenues of livelihood are found closed against 
them and they only meet with rebuffs, their wills ave not 
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sufficiently strong to carry them over these adverse cir- 
cumstances, and it will be only a short time before the 
walls of some penitentiary will again close around them, 
and for the balance of their lives they will be criminals 
and a menace to society. 

Let them be met, however, at the prison door on their 
discharge with the offer of a situation, where they can 
again commence life and the good results of intelligent 
treatment while incarcerated will not be thrown away, 
and the man will thereafter be an aid to society instead of 
а menace. 

GOOD TIME ALLOWANCE. 

There is no law in Dakota in regard to allowing a pris- 
oner time credit for good behaviour, except an indefinite 
reference thereto in section 49 of chapter 30, laws of 1883. 
After correspondence, however, with other institutions 
and because of the advantages to be secured thereby the 
warden is favorable to the rule now in force at Joliet, Dl., 
one generally approved by prison managers. 

WATER SUPPLY. 

Abundant water supply is a necessity 1n an institution 
like the penitentiary to insure cleanliness, healthfulness 
and safety. The present facilities are altogether inade- 
quate to the needs of the building so far as sanitary pur- 
poses are concerned, to say nothing of protection from fire, 
and many times when water is most needed the system 
fails to supply it, and it has to be hauled in wagons. 

In addition to this shortage, analysis shows that the 
water secured from this well is far from being pure as 
drinking water should be, and this has necessitated addi- 
tional expense in the summer season for ice water. The 
board believe that connection should be made with the 
city mains in Bismarck. The only expense would be for 
the pipe, as the ditch can be dug and the pipe put down by 
convicts. 
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SEWERAGE. 


Sewerage is another-essential. The present system is 
simply a makeshift, and it will be necessary for the health 
of the inmates that a permanent system be built as soon 
as possible. The board would suggest that а few acres of 
low land be purchased not far distant from the present 
grounds, the sewerage be conducted thereto, and the plat 
thus enriched be used as a garden for the institution. 
None of the present property is available for either pur- 
pose, and if this suggestion should be carried out, the 
question of sewerage would be settled, and the garden 
would be a valuable acquisition to the property. 


SHOPS AND EDUCATION. 


The object of a prisoner’s sentence is a subject which 
should receive much consideration. If he be incorrigible, 
the object would seem te be to punish him for his mis- 
deeds and relieve society of his presence. However, there 
are very few convicts which should be placed in this cate- 
gory; give most convicts a chance and they will prove 
that they are men and do not wish to follow a life of erime. 
Reform should be the great object sought by prison man- 
agement; to accomplish this, there must be physical activ- 
ity аз well as mental. Shops are needed, not only to help 
sustain an institution, but to assist in reforming the in- 
mates. The suggestions made by the physician and the 
warden, in regard to mental and moral instruction, are 
valuable, and should receive the attention of the coming 
legislature. 

Major McClaughrey, who for so many years has been at 
the head of the Illinois state prison, in a recent address 
said that he held that “one of the duties of the state is to 
teach the convicts to labor. Criminals, as a rule, are lazy, 
thriftless and especially selfish. They should be punished 
with productive labor, and kept steadily atit, until they ac- 
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сер& the law of labor cheerfully and are willing to depend 
upon honest toil for daily bread. * * * * 

No attempt at reformation, either inside or outside of 
prison walls can be successful, that does not include steady, 
patient, cheerful physical labor. It is the duty of the 
state to educate the criminal also. He, as a rule, is ignor- 
ant and consequently has been easily led into vicious as- 
sociations, thence into criminal associations. Sound judg- 
ment, careful observation, and thorough diagnosis must 
determine in each individual case, how far education shall 
be carried on. % * ж кж ко ж ж 
The prisoners must also be taught the nature and neces- 
sity of self control in the highest and best sense of that 
term." 

To secure these results, acknowledged by all as the de- 
sirable sequences to a prison sentence, the establishment 
of shops becomes an imperative necessity. It is hoped the 
legislature will see fit to relieve the prison of the disad- 
vantages under which the absence of these shops has 
placed the management in the past. Тће mental training 


is almost inseparably connected with these physical aids : 


to self-reliance and the future usefulness of the convict to 
himself and to the world. 
WARDEN’S RESIDENCE. 

It is customary with all institutions of this character, 
to provide а residence for the warden and his family. 
This has not been done with this penitentiary as yet. Only 
one room is allowed this official in the present building, 
and this should be devoted to other purposes. Besides. the 
inconvenience under which the warden and his family 
labor, there is in the present structure, no room where a 
sheriff coming with prisoners, or other officials, may be 
entertained over night. It would seem but just and right 
that a fair building be erected for the use of the warden 
and his family. 
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COMPLETION OF THE CHAPEL. 


In the main building of the penitentiary the plans 
called for a chapel—a necessity in such an institution, but 
the legislature has not seen fit to grant money: which could 
be used to finish this apartment. It needs plastering and 
steam heating and provided with suitable furniture. The 
room should be made pleasant and attractive. 

"The apartments for the guards should also be finished, 
furnished and heated. For three years these apartments 
have remained in this unfinished state, and it was held 
that the money appropriated for the wing could not be 
used to do this work. The amount called for this purpose 
is small, but the needs are urgent. 

LIGHTING. 

The électrie light is used in nearly all prisons and 
asylums now, as the only safe method of illumination. 
They are easily managed and do not present the fire dan- 
ger that other methods of necessity bring. А small plant 
could be placed in the penitentiary for this purpose, or 
connection made with the Bismarck city system. 

PRISON LIBRARY. 

This is a valuable feature of prison discipline and edu- 
cation. There are unbound magazines which have been 
donated, which should be bound, that the volumes may not 
be destroyed; a few of the leading papers and periodicals 
should be subscribed for and a few standard works pur- 
chased. Тоо much cannot be said in favor of а good 
library in an institution where reform is desired. 


STABLES AND BARNS. 


These have been built of refuse lumber to a great ex- 
tent, but the time has arrived when more substantial 
structures should be erected, insuring warmth to stock and 
a proper place to store vehicles from the weather. There 
is economy in such protection. - 
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AN ICE HOUSE, 


To preserve meats iu summer, purchased by the whole- 
sale and to keep food from being injured, it is necessary 
to use considerable quantities of ice, which costs the terri- 
tory almost as much each season as would the construction 
of а substantial ice house, It could be filled yearly by 
the convicts with no expense, and thus an abundant sup- 
ply guaranteed. i 

PERMANENT YARD WALL, 

` The present prison yard is surrounded by а wooden 
wall some fourteen feet high. The posts are set deep into 
the ground, but they soon rot off; a part of the wall has 
been up four years, and it is doubtful if it will withstand 
the high winds of the coming spring. There should be a 
brick wall around the prison yard, and it would then be 
permanent and substantial, 

A fence of some kind should be placed around ilis en- 
tire grounds, thus protecting the young trees from strolling 
stock and improve the appearance of the property,

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S WARDEN'S REPORT.

GENTLEMEN! 

As warden and secretary of your board, I submit the 
following report of the affairs of the Bismarck Peniten- 
Пагу for the northern district of Dakota, 

I beg leave to call your attention to the 1333 annual 
report to the governor, to-wit: 

In reply to your. request for information in regard to 
the condition and management of the North Dakota Peni- 
tentiury, T submit the following: 

On June 17th, 1887. the board of directors met to re. 
ceive and open bids for the construction of the soutir cell 
wing extension, authorized by the legislature, which, ac- 
cording to the plans and specifications and estimates of 
the chief architect would involve an expenditure of twen- 
trix thousand dollars ($26,000) 

Four bids were received, to-wit: 

First. ‘Twenty-three thousand nine hundred dollars 
(8238, 900,) 
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Second, Twenty-three thousand three hundred and 
sixty dollars ($28,860,) | 

Third. Twenty-one thousand nine hundred'and eighteen 
dollars and fifty cents ($31,918.50) 

Fourth, ‘Twenty thousand three hundred and ninety- 
three dollars ($20,803.) 

After a careful consideration of all bids and estimates, 
it was decided to reject all bids, and the board resolved to 
undertake the construction itself. 

This resolution has been followed, and notwithstanding 
important necessary changes in the plans and specifica- 
tions, requiring more brick and other material than called 
tor in the first estimate, the building is finished and ready 
for occupancy, costing bub eighteen thousand dollars 
($18,000), eight thousand dollars less than the esti- 
mate of the chief architect: and taking into account the 
changes and improvement of the plans we have a better 
building, costing five thousand dollars less, than the lowest 
bidding contractor would have constructed, 

The additional steam heating pipes and boiler are in 
place, greatly increasing our heating capacity, 

The ground surrounding the main building and the 
roads leading thereto have been improved, the inside yard 
sodded, the walks and roads laid out, all outbuildings re- 
painted or whitewashed, the water mains have been taken 
up, repaired and relaid, and are now in good working order, 
All of this work has been done by the inmates of the 
prison, under the direction of its officers, assisted by a 
master mason and a few brick layers. 

With one or two exceptions on account of sickness, the 
entire charge of convicts have been daily detailed for 
labor; they have been obedient, industrious, and have 
fully met my expectations. Their health has been very 
good, Only one is now reported unable to labor and no 
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deaths have occurred since the prison was opened in the 
year 1884. 

During the past year publie interest in this institution 
has increased, and double the number of past years have 
visited us, exerting a good influence upon the inmates and 
officers. 

lam gratified to report an increased interest in, and 
demand for, good books and papers, and regret that our- 
library does not meet the current demand. 

In conclusion, I deem it proper to call attention to the 
efforts of the board and officers to reduce the current and 
contingent expenses. The amount appropriated for said 
purposes was seventy-three thousand dollars ($79,000). I 
am confident we will be able to save to the territory out 
of this appropriation from ten to twelve thousand dollars, 
which will pay all outstanding obligations and deficiencies 
contracted or created before the installation of the present 
board. 

In correspondence with officers of other penal institu- 
tions of the United States and British Columbia, I fine the 
ratio of cost per capita varies greatly, and is governed by 
the population of the prison—the greater the number the 
less per capita the cost. | 

Furthermore, the cost of fuel, clothing, light and heat 
differs with localities. I also find that a regular corps of 
officers must be retained although the population of the 
prison fluctuates; the same rules, regulations and watchful- 
ness observed, and same amount of labor must be per- 
formed with the smaller number of inmates as with the 
greater number. | 


This has been my experience, and while ме have been 
able to effect a saving in expendituresin many other chan- 
nels, we have not been able to retrench in cost of fuel, 
light, food, clothing, or in our official force; especially has 
this proven so during our construction period.

Herewith find quotation from the report of the grand 
jury to His Honor, Roderick Rose, Judge of the sixth 
judicial district: 

“The North Dakota penitentiary, which received the 
attention of the grand jury on the 215%. inst, is a 
model prison, and it has a record which cannot be im- 
proved by anything the examiners may say of it. Warden 
Williams has his charge well in hand, and we doubt 
whether any state or territory can show a more complete 

system of good order, cleanliness and quiet discipline than 
pervades this institution 1 in all its internal workings and 
surroundings. 

Without being prolix in our praise of its condition and 
management we respectfully suggest and recommend, as 
important improvements, additional water supply through 
an extension of the city water works, better sewerage and 
the erection of workshops suitable for the employment of 
the prisoners during the winter. 

These are all essential and important additions de- 
manded by good financial management, sanitary precau- 
tions, safety and reformatory discipline. We also recom- 
mend to your honor, and through you to the territorial 
legislature, the adoption by the institution of electric 
lights as a matter of safety and economy. 

Nothing can be added as an expression of our approval 
of its present management.” 

+The attention of the board is called to the labor exhibit 
marked “A,” which, in addition to labor on prison and prison 
grounds, will show that during the past two years, when 
not otherwise employed at the prison, details have been 
made of prisoners who, accompanied by a detail of officers, 
have made many improvements and done much necessary 
work at the capitol building and capitol grounds. The 
embankment in the rear of the capitol building has been 
graded down and the earth used to slope the main avenue 
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leading to the building, The fifteen acres immediately, 
surrounding the capitol building have been fenced in u sub= 
stantial manner and painted, and walks and stairs leading 
to the building have been laid. Twelve hundred box elder 
and eottonwood trees have been set out and attended to, 
and a new cesspool 10.10, twenty-four feet deep, dug, lined 
and covered, 

Three thousand feet of ditch, averaging eight feet 
deep, suitable for the water mains connecting with 
the eity water works system, has been dug, the pipe 
laid and covered, The stone and ashes on the premises 
have been removed aud the slopes graded, The in- 
terior and exterior of the building has been cleaned 
and kept in good condition, the rook injured by 
storm, repaired and painted, the broken glass in the 
storm windows reset and replaced, all the windows 
lined with weather strips, doors and stairs repaired and 
Made secure, the building policed, carpets cleaned, ord- 
nance, ammunition and camp equipments stored, furniture 
repaired, vaults of executive, auditor and secretary shelved 
and suitably subdivided for tiling documents, the engine 
room lined with heavy sheet tin, making it fireproof, 

By exhibit *A," the aggregate of labor, both skilled and 


‘unskilled, ix shown to be 17,505 days--equal to thirty men 


employed 9534 days each, and this labor does not include 
the ordinary daily routine prison duties, 
LABOR, 

“Маке men diligent and they will be honest." 

| am impelled to call your attention to the imperative 
necessity of providing several departments of indoor labor, 

It is true that the contemplated necessary additions, to 
properly complete the prison—the introduction of suffi- 
cient water by connection with the city water works, the 
extension and enlarging of the sewerage system, the fene- 
ing and beautifying of the outlying grounds will for a 
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time during the pleasant purt of the year к the present 
force employed, But this will soon be done and will there- 
after only require passing daily attention for cleanliness 
and preservation, 

Work should be provided during the inclement winter 
months—work of an interesting and instructive kind, useful 
and of value to the publie, but im no way competing with 
honest free labor, 1 shrink from even the contemplation 
of enforced idleness of those under my care, and trust it 
will never be permitted. 

Prisons and prison management have undergone most 
remarkable changes in the last half century, In 1822 the 
legislature of the state of Maine appointed a committee of 
two distinguished citizens “for the purpose of collecting 
information and investigating the subject of the punish- 
ment of convicts and the establishment of a state prison 
or penitentiary.” They reported to the legislature June 
33, 1893, as follows: 

“State prisons should be so constructed that even their 
aspect might be terrific, and appear like what in fact they 
should be, dark and comfortless abodes of guilt and 
wretehedness, 

No mode of punishment ever has been or ever ean be 
adopted so good as close confinement in а solitary cell, in 
which, cut off from all hope of relief during the time for 
whieh he shall have been sentenced, the conviet shall be 
furnished with a hammock in whieh he may sleep, a bloek 
on which he may sit, and with such coarse, though whole- 
some food as may be best suited to a person in a situation 
designed for grief and penitence, and shall be favored with 
so much light from the firmament as may enable him to 
read the New Testament, which shall be given him às his 
sole companion and guide to better life.” 

The radical transition in publie sentiment on this sub- 
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ject in the state of Maine is shown by the warden's re- 
port of 1886, to-wit: 

"The state is under obligations to its involuntary wards, 
Work of some kind must be provided, Solitary confine- 
ment for the term of average sentence would, in a large 
proportion of cases, result in death or worse, and has been 
abolished by law. | D 

Under the present system of employment, a convict 
who is usually wanting habits of industry is taught a trade, 
one that does not of necessity carry with it the stigma of 
having been aequired in prison, and in two eases out-of 
three the prisoner, on his discharge, passes his after life in 
а manner that compares favorably with that of the aver- 
age citizen,” 

The mode of organizing and managing the labor of a 
prison is a question of very great importance. The proper 
distribution of the regular daily work demanded in the 
prison and on the grounds, such as polieing, cooking, laun- 
dry, repairing, tiring, teaming, storing and caring for sup- 
plies, will keep a number fully engaged, and in order that 
none may beeome diseouraged, frequent changes are made 
in the different departments, 

But this is not enough or the right kind of labor, I de- 
sire to adopt something in the line of broom, basket, mat 
and twine making, to eularge the carpenter department 
and make models, patterns and ornamental wood-work, all 
under the head of skilled hand labor, » | 

In this territory, where agricultural pursuits predom- 
inate so largely, where попе of the industries mentioned 
have been established by private capital, these special 
branehes eould be inaugurated in this institution, and by 
careful management, made to pay a small per cent, on the 
the capital required, and a very large per cent. ta the pub- 
lic in the good accomplished iu fitting prisoners to become 
better eitizens on their discharge, 
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If you concur iu these views—views and teachings of 
experience throughout the Christian nations—I would ask 
you to recommend that the legislature make an appro- 
priation (for experimental purposes only) sufficient to intro- 
duce the manufaeture of all or any of the several articles 
mentioned. 

WORK SHOPS, 

In order to carry on successfully, skillfully and con- 
veniently the mechanical labor now daily performed, and 
more especially should you introduce any new industrial 
enterprises, we should have authority and material to 
build a eommodions work shop, 

For five years we have occupied vacant parts of the 
main building or improvised temporary sheds of material 
soon demanded for construction, hence necessitating tak- 
ing down and removal to other temporary quarters, The 
carpenter shop is now in the boiler room, over the coal 
bin, lt is an unsafe, unsuitable place, No one permanent 
building is so much needed as a workshop at an institution 
of this kind, 


FINISHING UPPER STORIES OF MAIN BUILDING, 


According to the original plans, the upper stories of 
the main building should be finished and fitted up for 
occupancy by the guards and for hospital purposes, The 
chapel is also in an incomplete state. Our chaplain, Father 
Wolfgang, calls attention to this in his report, 

No appropriation having been specially made for this 
purpose accounts for its condition, With this very de- 

‘sirable portion of the building completed, the main 
building and south cell wing will require no further appro- 
priation, except for preservation, or in case of unlooked 
for damage by the elements beyond our control.

increased sewerage capacity will be required, and the 
sewers should now be permanently located and so eon- 
structed as to completely drain the premises, and endure 
for years, though the population of the prison should 
increase ten-fold greater than it is ab present, 

ICE, 

Economy and sanitary advantages both argue strongly 
in favor of an ice house, Ice is an absolute necessity to 
preserve the perishible supplies, We can build the same 
and procure ice in abundance at very little expense, 

WATER SUPPLY, 

Your attention is again called to the insufficiency of 
water at this institution, The grand jury at the last ses- 
sion of court in this district calls attention to this You 
are aware that the supply should be nat only abundant. to 
meet the steady daily demand for the boilers, culinary, 
laundry, bathing, cleansing, stable and stock, use, but to 
meet extra demand that may be had in course of time, 
and to irrigate the trees and lawn. | 

Is it not practicable to connect with the city water 
works system? 

The chief expense would be in the water mains and 
hydrants, as the ditches can be excavated and filled by 
prison labor, The annual cost of water will be a very 
light tax, and the advantages to this institution very great. 


FENCING THE GROUNDS, 


We are greatly in need of a suitable fence to en- 
close the entire grounds, It would be a valuable as- | 
sistant in protecting the shrubbery and lawn, by excluding 
the roaming stock, and it would add to the exclusive and 
retaining powers of the institution; it would act as a 
storm and snow-break, and generally improve the appear- 
ance of the premises, I would recommend that that por- 
tion of the fence on the east and north lines be built of good 
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height and tight, and that on the south and west line of 
an open and ornamental kind, all strong and durable, with 
large improved swing arch gates. 

SHRUBBERY. 


I have during the past year procured and set out 2,000 
native box elder and cottonwood trees, Many of these 
trees have taken root and grown rapidly this season, 1 
am confident that, with care in selecting, setting and 
watching trees, we can in a short time beautify the 
grounds and add greatly to its real value. 

We need a small appropriation to procure more native 
trees, and would like to try some Eastern hardy varieties 
of ornamental and fruit trees, 


EDUCATION, 


In prison management it is now admitted by the most 
experienced wardens and superintendents, and by all the 
best authorities who have given and are giving attention 
to penal and ‘yeformatory institutions, that the basis of 
such an institution is education, From the reception of 
the convict to the last moment of his term of sentence. he 
should be regarded as а scholar in a training school. His 
weak points must be searched for and found, and every 
method adopted to improve him physically, mentally, mor- 
ally and spiritually. As a disciplinary, it is demanded 
while he is in prison, and the public now demand that the 
discharged convict shall carry with him evidences of 
reformation and improvement, 

We have endeavored to provide the physical education 
by exacting obedience, good demeanor, cleanliness aud 
furnishing suitable employment, but up to this time noth- 
ing has been done for his mental training, except the 
slight improvement the prisoner might make by having 
access to a very limited library. Many, in fact a great 
majority of convicts received at this prison, need and 
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would gladly welcome an opportunity to study the rudi- 
mentary branches of a common school education, and as 
schools have been introduced in many prisons both civi 
and military in this country, and have proved very bene- 
ficial, I most earnestly recommend that you present this 
subject to the legislature, and pray for an appropriation 
sufficient to procure the necessary appliances, and the com- 
pensation for an officer to act as teacher, librarian and 
perform other similar duties; also to procure additional 


books for the library. 


RELIGIOUS TRAINING. 

Father Wolfgang the official chaplain, has been regular 
in attendance, has held service twice each month in the 
chapel, and has done much to turn the minds of the inmates 
of the prison in the proper channel; his report find here- 
with.

The members of the Womens Christian Тетрегапсе 
Union of the City of Bismarck, have visited the prison 
frequently, have held religious service on the Sabbath 
alternating with the official chaplain, and their good in- 
fluence has been felt throughout the prison.

Visits from the executive, officers of the court, terri- 
torial and city officials and citizens from home and abroad 
have been frequent, and have done much to relieve the 
monotony of prison life.

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PHYSICIAN’S REPORT. 


To Hon. Dan Williams, Warden of the North Dakota Peni- 
tentiary at Bismarck, Dakota. 
, 5гв:—Ав physician of the institution under your charge, I 
have the honor to submit the following report» 

Since my last report there has been no prevailing sickness in 
the institution under your charge; not a, single case of any dis- 
tinct type of fever, no epidemics and no serious accidents, al- 
though during this time a large addition to the» penitentiary 
building has been erected and a great share of the labor performed, 
by its inmates. In my judgment there has been less sickness of 
an acute character among the class under your charge than among 
the same number in ordinary outside life. The reason for this is, 
in my opinion, due to the cleanliness of every part of the build- 
ing and surroundings, the care exercised and the precautions 
used to prevent any inroads upon the health of your people. 
There has been no deaths to report, not a single death having 
occurred since you received your first inmates. 

A great variety of little ailments have had to be cared for. _ 
But two cases of serious acute illness have threatened and they 
were averted by prompt and early treatment. 

While there has been so little acute trouble, the same class 
and abundance of chronic diseases mentioned in my former re- 
port are prevalent. These diseases are mostly the result of dissi- 
pation and recklessness, and owing to the irregular manner of 
living of most of those affected with these diseases (for they 
mostly belong to the more hardened class) they have failed to 
follow proper treatment faithfully enough to result in a per- 
manent cure. These cases are not rare, although but few of them 
have been serious. 
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"Phe cases which deserve mention are as follows: 

One bad case of stricture with enlarged. prostate, operated on 
in June and recovery complete. 

One case of congenital phymosis, with adhesion, operated on 
in Jane with perfect results. 

Que very severe case of catarrhal opthalmia, with granulated 
lids and ulceration; completely recovered and now discharged and 
in excellent health, 

There are two cases which have been of special interest to me, 
not only за a professional sense, as exemplifying the influence of 
the mind over the body, but on account of the peculiar sadness 
connected with their Incarceration. Both have been apparently 
in a decline for a loag while, and with no physical signs of dis- 
ease, Both are young men, convicted of causing the death ot a 
fellow being, and both have been utterly prostrated, and E might 
almost say, heartbroken, Fora long time Thad almost given up 
hope of improvement and was afraid our exemption from fatal 
results could not continue much longer but with your kind as- 
sistance in the judicious course adopted, T am glad to report de- 
cided improvement im one case and slight improvement m the 
othon Т refer to Sheriff Hawkes and young Oswald. IÊ they 
were intentionally criminal their mental suffering at their dis- 
grace would never have produced such results, These cases have 
served to confirm me in the opinion expressed in my former res 
port Î then advocated (and you as well) that cases like these 
Just mentioned should be completely separated from these hard: 
ened in erime and whose only regret is that they were detected iu 
their misdemeanors, Such cases should, in my judgment, have 
an opportunity to vedeem themselves, and while the majesty of 
the law should be preserved, yot not at the expense of those who 
would become good citizens if treated with judicious care | 

To draw the line between the two classes mentioned, with per- 
fect justice to each, would be a delicate and very responsible duty; 
but nevertheless, a duty that should not be avoided, Му feelings 
and judgment, confirmed by a large and varied experience with, 
all classes of men, inspire greater confidence continually, in the 
idea that the only true theory of punishment, is the greatest 
possible good te the individual punished; this is an enlightened 
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view of the problem of “what to do with our criminals? While the 
object to be reached is dual, yet for the safety of the public and 
the improvement of the offender, those methods and means should 
be adopted, which, while carrying out the frst should not neglect 
the second, else, but the least of the two objects sought by en. 
lightened law would be attained, 

Many find their way into penal institutions, as a result of sur. 
roundings, for which the public are in а great measure responsi. 
ble, To enquire why this is so, would not be germane, perhaps, 
to this reports but to the student of human nature, human pres 
gression and human government, it is an interesting subject, and 
the more closely investigated, the more in conformity with the 
above statement will the verdict be. 

The immediate question is: What shall we do with our con: 
, Viets? Tn what way and by what methods shall we attain the end 
to be desired? How shall punishment be administered, во that it 
Wi prove a benefit to the recipient, instead of serving to make 
him more shameless and desperate? Arguments in favor of phys: 
ical and mental health for these men come legitimately within my 
provinee, and if in efforts to accomplish this, our labor reaches 
further and exerts an influence for good, in the moral fleld, it is 
fraught with that much extraneous benefit to the individual, in 
re-establishing his manhood, and to the public in improving the 
personnel of its citizenship. 

As through idleness, ignorance and filth, a greater portion of 
vour inmates come here, so by correcting all these conditions can 
we most readily perform our duty to the individual and the 
publie, 

Аз to the last, I will say you have solved that portion of the 
problem to perfection, as I believe, for entire cleanliness, your 
institution is not excelled under this or any other government, 
and as far as the other two of this trinity af vices are concerned, 
you axe at the limit of the means at hand. 

T should deprecate the using of convict labor to compete with 
wage-workers, even though Т consider physical and mental em- 
ployment so necessary to the welfare and health of prisoners, 
Tastead of that I would have them perform sufficient labor to be 
self-supporting, which would be also necessary for health. The 
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details could he arranged according to Individual cases, and ta 
prevent idlenes, as well as ignorance, Û would strongly recom: 
mend, in addition to this, the eareving out of a suggestion 1 made 
in му last report, Tn that L used this language: “To this end 1 
believe a sehool room would be a valuable adjunet to every penal 
institution, Where mental and moral lessons, outside of all ereeds 
or kms, should be Ineuloated and thoroughly impressed on the 
mind of every inmate, old and young The ignorant should be 
taught the rudiments of education, and every one should have 
practical lessons in morality and good citizenship.” 

At that time this was simply a theory, the result o£ a good deal 
of thought on the prison problem, The more, however, 1 have 
dwelt on this suggestion, thrown out at that time as food for 
thought, the more thoroughly Y am convineed it is practicable, 
and not only an aet of justice to the convict, but a safeguard to 


the eommunitex in whieh so many of them will reside after the 


expiration of their term of service 

Physieal and mental education means mental and moral pros 
gression, and this must solve the prison problem, if it is ever 
solved. 

The elevating influence o£ such training would be а powerful 


incentive towards a better life: it would build up hope and courage ` 


in hearts east down by a realizing sense of their degradation, It 
would increase their nel aespeet, develope contidence in their own 
manhood, change the current of their thoughts from a desire to be 
successful criminals, into legitimate channels, It would tend to 
shew them that their lives were more valuable to them as reputa- 
ble eitizons than ах outeasts; its tendency would be in this direc. 
Gon, even with the iore hardened, while to those who were really 
not osmainals in intent, but who from a chain of unfortunate sur 
roundings, or through some sad mistake are sont here, it would 
show that the true intent of their confinement wasnot for the pws 
pose of revenge, nor to forever east them out as unworthy of confi- 
donea, but to vindicate the majesty of the law, and at the same 
time extend to them the means of self-inprovement; and to both 
these classes it would give healthy and practical mental experience 
so essential to health, It would prevent, to à great extent, such 
brooding over their sad condition as has been indulged in by 
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Hawkes and Oswald, and in the more hardened, render much Јени 
the likelihood of plot: to eseape, or even the desire, Tt would 
keep thelr minds from their dark past and from laying plans for 
future depredationg: properly managed, it would divert their 
minds into new ehannels, eonvinee them that they would be much 
better and happier enjoying the eonfidenee and respeet of the 
community than to be in constant fear of detection and punish- 
ment, 

While T realise that I am advocating an innovation upon 
former eustoms, still I believe it praetieal, and in ita resulta of 
the utmost importanee to the public, I firmly believe in efforts 
(а prevent crime, and that many means will be used in the future 
to prevent the inereuse of criminal classes not now considered 
practical, or even thought of. 

To enlarge upon these suggestions might be out of place in 
this report, but 1 deem it within my province to advocate earnestly 
the idea of a thorough, practical school in connection with your 
prison for the physical and mental health of its inmates, if for no 
other reason; but, beyond this, reaching out into the future, I ean 
see the the influence of such methods as J have suggested pera 
meating the haunts of vice and the individual minds of unstable 
men, and making felt its influence for good. I believe it isa 
great economie measure in looking toward the prevention of 
erme, Our eriminals are our greatest source of taxation, to sus- 
tain officers and courts; and means or measures which will lessen 
this taxation, especially one which aims to do it by the mental 
and moral improvement of those whose depredations on commu- 
nities cause these expenditures, is well worthy of consideration, 

Dakota has, in her short life, taken the lead in many things; I 
should delight to see her take the lead in such a reform of old 
methods as this; again, F affirm, it is practical; it is not prompted 
by sentimentalism; itis an intelligent, progressive, business sug- 
gestion, as to the best solution of the preblem of “how to treat 
our eonviets," 

I sincerely trust your board will deem this subject worthy of 
investigation as to details and expense, and consideration of its 
merits, 
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In conclusion, I will say that I believe that as far as lies 
within the opportunities surrounding you, your institution is a 
model one in cleanliness, heathfulness, character and effectiveness 
in carrying out the correct principles of a penal institution, and 
governing your inmates according to enlightened ideas of punish- 
ing human beings. 

Thanking you and your officers for courtesies and kind assist- 
ance, this report is respectfully submitted.

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To The Hon. Warden of the Dakota Penitentiary at Bismarck: 

Sir:—-I have the honor herewith of presenting my second bi- 
ennial report as chaplain of the North Dakota Penitentiary. 

Т entered upon the duties of the chaplainey for a second term, 
according to appointment, in April 1887, deeply impressed with 
the fact that, although a wise discipline, firmly, but humanely and 
judiciously administered (as is the case in this institution), is the 
open portal through which moral reform may hope to enter, it 
still remains for the laws of religion alone, to form a sound indi- 
vidual and social conscience, to curb the restlessness of passion 
and create respect for virtue, to inspire that true chivalry which 
makes aman the conqueror of himself. 

Human laws may chain the culprit, bury the transgressor in 
the prison cell; they may make even a public example of him by 
‚ hanging him upon the gibbet, but they cannot enforce the prac- 
` tice of those virtues which are the foundation stones of private, 
as well as public order, prosperity and happiness; they cannot 
check those fearful scandals which are the ruin of the innocent 
and the bane of morality. Nothing can do this efficaciously ex- 
cept the laws of religion. Apart from the terrors of human ven- 
geance and the hopes of earthly rewards, religion must point out 
to the delinquent eternal punishments, and to the well-doer ever- 
lasting rewards. Hence, the government has wisely made re- 
ligious instruction a part of the prison regime. 

‘Divine services have been, with few exceptions, regularly main- 
tained. Of the attention of the convicts during divine worship I 
can speak in terms of'commendation. No congregation of free 
men could be found anywhere whose respectful and reverent at- 
tention surpasses that of these men. 1 shows that they are not 
totally depraved, and endeavor to appreciate the value of the word 
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of God. Mass was celebrated now and then, at ‘which Catholic 
convicts were expected to assist, and many Catholic prisoners on 
such occasions availed themselves of the opportunity of approach- 
ing the sacraments. This Г regard as an evidence of good will 
and a guaranty of moral conduct. 

Whilst the exterior and interior appearance of the stately 
prison greets the eye of the occasional visitor most invitingly, 
our spacious chapel has to my utter disappointment not suf- 
fered any noticeable change, or rather improvement. In my 
last report I remarked that our chapel was not decorated 
or adapted to the grandeur and solemnity of religious wor- 
ship, and hoped at the time that it would receive immed- 
iate attention; but such is human disappointment. At an in- 
considerable expense the chapel could be made a new, bright and 
cheerful room, becoming of the name it assumes. I feel confident, 
respected Warden, your benign influence can speedily effect this. 

In conclusion I most gratefully acknowledge the kindness I 
have received from you, and the other officers, who have always 
manifested a willingness to co-operate with me.
